They found no chance to fire off their 
arms, and no one to resist them, so ar¬ 
rested ten colored men and lodged them 
in jail (the wounded mad could not be 

moved) but did not disturb Mr. C-n. 

This so enraged the colored people that 
at night a large meeting was held, and it 
was determined to wait upon those in 
power at F., (it might and might not be 
the proper authorities) ask the release of 
the prisoners, and if refused, tear the 
jail down. Through the influence of one 
or two white republicans, this plan was 
given up, and these men yet lie in jail, 
while the man upon whose hands is the 
lifr-blood of three and may be the fourth, 
goes free. Does this—and like circum¬ 
stances are plenty—show tho lawless, 
bloodthirsty spirit attributed to the ne¬ 
groes by Southern democrats. Now be¬ 
hold tho sensation ! Back to F-- went 
the White League, and telegraphed to N. 
0., “Revolt at Chippemon. White man 
shot by a negro. Six others ready to as¬ 
sist in the foul deed. Largo meeting of 
negroes Monday night. Extreme mea¬ 
sures necessary to prevent a massacre of 
the whites.” This mass of lies will be 
thrown upon tho public, and those who 
have not become wiser will believe, or 
protend to believe if. 

Something akin to this is the accouut 
of the Conchatta horror, which tho Os- 
wogo Times has copied. As tho plan is, 
where officials are thrown from office, te 
make them sign a resignation, it is more 
then probable that these murdered men 
were treated the snmo way, instead of 
voluntary resigning. Then, to all who 
have any knowledge of the condition of 
this country, it is ridiculous to suppose 
that those Republican officials were insti¬ 
gating a revolt among the negroes. The 
(juestion arises, why did they need a 
guard if three hundred armed negroes 
could be relied upon as friends, and to 
what dangers were they exposed, as the 
colored people were allies, and the Dem¬ 
ocrats “high-toned" gentlemen, who do 
not stoop to stab in the dark 1 The 
“swearing vengeance" and “death to every 
white man,woman,child in tho Parish,"is 
so threadbare a dodge that no one be¬ 
lieves it. In short, the Republican papers 
deny that Texans had anything to do 
with it ; and affirm that it was a plot 
arranged and executed by the White 
League, and the guard assisted in the 
butchery. Is this a civilized land, where 
“three were buried in one grave on H— 
plantation, and three where they were 
killedT’ Probably they had no time to 
get coffins for the “dogs.” T hank God 
that I have no male friend hero, for if 
ho did not talco an open stand I should 
bo ashamed of him, and if liedid I should 
fear for his life. 

Now, don’t call me a “negro lover," or 
think I have fallen among fanatics who 
have given me of their wildness, for if I 
know of no facts strong enough to 
change the indifference with which I 
came here, into sympathy for one class, 
and disgust for tho treacherous, lying 
knavery of the other, I need only to 
read the democratic papers, bucIi sheets 
as the Bulletin, to convince myself. I 
don’t care how much they “soallawag” 
the Northern office seeker, but when they 
revile everything we hold sacred, our re¬ 
ligion, our love for tho good old Pilgrim 
Fathers, and call our New England 
States the “postilence breathing scum of 
America,” it stirs the temper a little, 
then followed up by abuso of everything 
Northern, and tho violent taking of life, 
simply because it is true to Northern 
principles, and if one don t become wrath¬ 
ful it is because he is a traitor to home 


Before the war, and even now, you 
hear as an argument in favor of slavery, 
“you could not have enslaved the white 
man,” and the docility and faithfulness 
of the race is used as a proof of their un¬ 
fitness for freedom. So now, my friends, 
when you accuse them of “revolting” and 
“uprising,” you are giving them the 
characteristics which they lacked, by 
youroAvn showing, to make them wor¬ 
thy of liberty. I deny, however, the 
truth of the reasoning. There is sub¬ 
missiveness enough left in the negro to 
make him endure three times what a 
white man would, leaving out the inflam¬ 
mable elements which constitute the 
Southern man. 

A little incident, and I will close. A 
colored woman who works in neighbor 

H--’s kitchen, came in yesterday, in 

distress, nothing to eat, and no money, 
and her mistress refused to pay her her 
wages, “because the White League held 
all offices, and they (the people) were not 
going to pay the slaves any more.” In 
every possible way that they can be 
oppressed, they are, and here there is no 
remedy. 

Last week a little three-year old son 
of one of our neighbors came in from 
the road where he had been playing, 
crying that a snake had bitten him. 
Four wounds were found on liis little leg. 
Remedies were immediately applied, but 
the child’s whole body became swollen 
and mortification commenced in the leg. 
The physicians decided that amputation 
gave the only chance for life, and it was 
done. The little fellow seems to be do¬ 
ing well, but as ho was a bright, intensely 
active child, one can hardly rejoice over 
his recovery.

Most of the immigrants wero 
able-bodied young men of the poorer 
classes, the very kind desired for the Ger¬ 
man army, and it is not strange that Bis- 
mark 1ms spared no effort to keep them 
at home.

—Wash your hands in soap and water 
\n which some pearlash has been dis¬ 
solved. If you wish to remove the stains 
of dye, take a very small quantity of 
the oil of vitriol, and pour it into some 
cold water in a basin, and wflsh your 
hands in it without soap. Tho dye will 
then come off. You may afterwards 
cleanse them completely in hot soap and 
water, taking care that the acid is wash 
ed away before the soap is applied. If 
the vitriol water is not made very strong 
it will not injure the most delicate hands, 
nor leave any red or coarse .appearance,

The Supreme Court for the District 
of Columbia has approved the judgment 
of the court below that insanity is not a 
cause for divorce. 

Commodore M. B. Woolsey, com¬ 
mandant of Pensacola navy yard, died 
Friday, of yellow fever. 

It is said there are signs of the break¬ 
ing up of the Carlist army, and that a 
mutiny has broken out in the Carlist 
camp at Durango, and that Don Carlos 
has been dangerously wounded in the 
stomach. The Carlists have been re¬ 
pulsed with heavy loss at Vicli. 

The jury in the Phelps trial at Albany 
was discharged,standing eleven for convic¬ 
tion and one for acquittal.

the administrations of Thiers and Mac- 
Mahon. 

On the night of September 25, a band 
of Ku-Klux visited the houses of Wil¬ 
liam Stone and others, at St. Joseph, 
Missouri, and notified the parties to leave 
the country on pain of death. Warrants 
have been issued for the arreat of twenty- 
tvo of the offenders. 

Warrants have been issued against 
nine of the murderers of Thos. Iney, a 
colored mail agent of Sumter county, 
Alabama. A reign of terror exists 
among the blacks in that county. 

Layard, minister of Great Britain, and 
M. Dechandorby, minister of France, 
presented their credentials to President 
Serrano, Saturday, and expressed the 
sympathies of their government for 
the welfare of Spain. 

The insurrection in the Argentine Re¬ 
public is becoming formidable, and the 
government is taking vigorous measures 
to suppress it. The fleet has declared in 
favor of tha insurgents. The newspa¬ 
pers at Buenos Ayres have suspended. 

Rev. Henry Ward Beecher appeared 
before the Brooklyn grand jury, Satur¬ 
day, when indictments for libel against 
Theodore Tilton and Frank D. Moulton 
were read to him, which he pronounced 
correct. They were held in $3,000 bail. 
Theodore Tilton, in a letter to the 
press, solemnly reaffirms the literal and 
absolute iruth of his cliai’ges against 
Beecher, and demands immediate trial. 

Bryan Walter Proctor, well known as 
Barry Cornwall, the English author, is 
dead. Aged 84. 

Thirty-two lives were lost by the earth¬ 
quake, at Antigua, on the 30stult., and 
thi’ee villages at the foot of the volcano 
Del Fuego, were destroyed. 

David Valentine <fe Co., New York 
jobbers in silks, have failed ; liabilities, 
$500,000. 

The cotton mills of Rhode Island be¬ 
gan running on two-thirds time, Mon¬ 
day. 

The redemption agency has made calls 
upon national banks, since the suspen¬ 
sion of redemption, for about $7,000,- 
000 to reimburse the Treasurer for their 
circulating notes redeemed. After about 
$5,000,000 have been called for, and the 
banks have responded to the calls, the 
agency will be in a condition to resume 
redemption. 

The Secretary of the Treasury on 
Thursday, called in $10,000,000 of ^five- 
twenties for redemption in three months. 

The late typhoon in Southern Japan, 
sunk the iron-clad ram Stonewall, and 
wrecked hundreds of junks at Nagasaki;

A special dispatch from Copenhagen 
to the London Morning Post, says a re¬ 
port is current there that Russia and 
England are jointly trying to find a basis 
for the Settlement of the Schleswig ques¬ 
tion, which will be acceptable to both 
Prussia and Denmark. It is stated that 
they are advocating the return of Schles¬ 
wig to Denmark, provide^ Forts Alsen 
and Duffel are demolished and Denmark 
declared neutral territory.

Reorganization of the Lake Shore Rail¬ 
road. 

The Syracuse Standard, of Monday 
says : The Lake Ontario Shore Railroad 
Company, whose road was recently sold 
under foreclosure, has been replaced by 
a new organization called the Lake On¬ 
tario Railroad Company with a capital 
fixed at $4,000,000. The directors are 
Moses Taylor, Samuel Sloan, Marcellus 
Massey, John T. Denny, C. Zabriskie, 
John S. Barnes, E. Hatfield and John 
Bresben of New York, and Theodore 
Irwin, Geo. B. Sloan, Charles Rhodes 
and James K. Ford, of Oswego, and T, 
H. Camp, of Watertown, N. Y. Mar¬ 
cellus Massey has been chosen President, 
and J. A. Sawyer, secretary and treasu¬ 
rer. The line of road extends about 150 
miles from Oswego westward to the 
Niagara river. About 60 miles aro al¬ 
ready in operation. It is intended to 
build 25 miles more this fall, and to 
complete the road next year.

with a degree of success which was al¬ 
most unexpected, even to themselves. 

Excited by these examples Gallaudet 
had been the foremost in this country 
to seek to extend the blessings of edu¬ 
cation to this class. 

On a visit to Europe he made known 
to Clerc, who was then already widely 
known as an experienced and highly suc¬ 
cessful teacher of the deaf and dumb 
his plans and his hopes—and Clerc, prob¬ 
ably with a wise foresight of this then 
young and energetic republic, and cer¬ 
tainly with a most unselfish devotion to 


semi-mutes and semi-deaf, and while 
in some cases gratifying results were ob¬ 
tained, the success was not uniform. 
The whole number of pupils in the Asy¬ 
lum was 280 and the reader can see what 
proportion were deemed capable of arti¬ 
culate instruction. 

Howard Glyndon admits that “many 
of the deaf and dumb cannot profit by 
articulation,” because “they are of weak 
mind.” With merely suggesting that 
there are other weaknesses which are 
formidable barriers, we would inquire 
what would become of these “many” 
were there no sign system—no sign lan¬ 
guage 1 But what earthly reason can 
she have for the stupendous folly of this 
remark of hers 1 —

ucation for deaf-mutes 1 We cannot un¬ 
derstand this sort of common sense. 
What is it ? 

We are are told that articulation is 
New and the sign system Old. Granted 
as far as our country is concerned, but 
denied as the world goes. Mr. Hill, 
from whom we have made some pertin¬ 
ent quotations, was for half a century 
engaged in the instruction of deaf mutes 
by articulation, and there were others 
who lived and worked before him. In¬ 
deed we know a writer who fixes the 
date of the commencement of this sys¬ 
tem at the year 940! Mr. Fay, of 
Ohio has a word io say on this point. 
We quote : 

“Considerable has been said of late years about 
the practicability of teaching mutes by speech, 
only more patiently and casual students of deaf- 
mute education have had ready opportunity to 
believe that a new sun is about to rise in the 
firmament of deaf-mute instruction. Old as¬ 
tronomers, however, have long been familiar with 
a luminary of the same luime, and its relative 
importance in the educational system has been 
long Bince calculated with tolerable correctness.” 

We cannot believe with Howard 
Glyndon that it is a “natural tendency 
of the deaf to successfully adopt lip- 
reading.” Signs is their natural lan¬ 
guage, their natural tendency. Nor do

UNVEILING OF THE MONUMENT AND DED¬ 
ICATORY EXERCISES.

After the unveiling of the monument, 
addresses were delivered in the Asylum 
Hill Congregationalist church, where a 
large company of mutes, with theirfriends, 
and teachers and pupils of the Asylum 
assembled. 

Mr. E. C. Stone, Principal of the 
Asylum, presided. The exercises were 
opened by prayer in the sign language by 
the Rev. W. W. Turner, formerly prin¬ 
cipal of the Asylum. 

PRESENTATION ADDRESS. 

Mr Thomas Brown, of New Hamp¬ 
shire, President of the Clerc Memorial 
Union, delivered the presentation ad¬ 
dress, which was read by Mr. Williams, 
a professor in the Asylum", as follows : 

Hon. Calvin Day, President of the 
American Asylum —- 

Sir : We. have invited you to wit¬ 
ness the unveiling of a monument to the 

f . hft mnt.ft nhilqflt.hropist who 
I left Ids beautiful country and came wiTn 
the immortal Gaflaudet to aid in estab¬ 
lishing the first mute school in America. 
Gallaudet and Clerc labored together 
many years to confer the benefit we are 
now enjoying. They lived together like 
brothers, and both died in this city 
where they started their benevolent en¬ 
terprise. 

We honored the memory of Gallaudet 
with a monument, and no u we offer the 
same tribute to the memory of Clerc. 
There is a slight difference of style be¬ 
tween the two monuments ; but we hold 
both names equally in grateful remem¬ 
brance.

'LECTION NOTICE. 


4. Is it practicable or desirable to dispense 
with the language of signs and the manual alpha¬ 
bet in the instruction of deaf-mutes ? 

To all lout the first of these question8, 
his researches led him to give a negative 
answer, and we don’t belong to those who 
think President Gallaudet is “so blind 
that he won’t see.” 

In 1867 the distinguished Moritz Hill, 
of Weissenfels, Germany, expressed the 
following opinions in answer to queries 
made to him by President Gallaudet: 

“Out of one hundred pupils, eiglity-five are 
capable, when leaving school, of conversing on 
commonplace subjects with their teachers, fam¬ 
ily and Ultimate friends. Sixty-two can do so 
easily. 

“Out of one hundred pupils eleven can con¬ 
verse readily with strangers on ordinary sub- 
j ects. Many others learn to do this after quitting 
school.” 

And President Gallaudet adds : 

“Eleven per cent, only of deaf-mutes of all 
sorts, including, therefore, the semi-mutes and 
the semi-deaf, are claimed by one of the greatest 
©f living teachers of articulation as ‘being able 
to converso readily with strangers on ordinary 
subjects’ when they leave school. Allowing that 
double this number ‘learn to do this after quit¬ 
ting school,’ by reason of their increased inter¬ 
course with strangers, we have remaining 67 per 
cent., or a full two thirds majority of deaf-mutes 
of all sorts, who, after all the help that can be 
given them in schools founded on the articula¬ 
tion basis, can never hope to do more in oral 
speech than ‘converse on commonplace subjects 
with their teachers, family and intimate friends,’ 
and in this number we include 15 per cent, who 
cannot hope to do even so much as this.” 

In respect to the sign language and 
the part it plays in the welfare of the 
deaf, we would * ask our opponents once 
more to listen to Mr. Hill. He speaks 
thus of those who pretend that in the 
“German Method” every species of pan¬ 
tomime language is proscribed: 

“Such an idea must be attributed to malevo¬ 
lence or to unpardonable levity. This pretence 
is contrary to nature and repugnant to the rules 
of sound educational science. If this system 
were put into execution, the moral life, the in¬ 
tellectual developement of the deaf and dumb 
would be inhumanly hampeved. It would be 
acting contrary to nature to forbid the deaf- 
mute a means of expression employed by even 
hearing and spealcing persons. * * * It is 
nonsense to dream of depriving him of this 
means until he is in a position to express him¬ 
self orally. * * * Even in teaching itself we 
cannot lay aside the language of gestures, (with 
the exception of that which consists in artificial 
signs and in the manual alphabet, two elements 
proscribed by the German school,) the language 
which the deaf-mute brings with him to school, 
and which ought to serve as a basis for his edu¬ 
cation. To banish the language of signs from 
the school-room, and limit ourselves to articula¬ 
tion, is like employing a gold key that does not 
fit the lock of the door we would open, and re¬ 
fusing to use the iron one made for it. * * * 

At the best, it would be drilling the deaf-mute 
but not moulding him intellectually or morally. 
Wher*i8 the teacher who can conscientiously 
declare that he has discharged his duty in post- 


w bom we hope to see here this day. 

All the first able teachers who labored 
with Gallaudet and Clerc are also gone, 
except Rev. W. W. Turner and Mr. Da¬ 
vid E. Bartlett, whom many of their 
former pupils are glad to see here. May 
they be long spared ! The survivors of 
the earliest pupils of Gallaudet and Clerc 
are very few. Among them are Mrs. 
Gallaudet and Mrs. Clerc, who have been 
blessed to live and see these monuments 
erected in honor of their husbands. 

I keep as a most valued memento the 
watch which Mr. Clerc used to wear and 
which Mrs Clerc presented to me. 

The graduates from tho diffeient 
schools in America now number several 
thousand, and I am pleased to say that 
almost all whom I know are intelligent 
and respectable. 

We are sure that you and your asso¬ 
ciates in the present board are as true 
friends to tbe deaf and dumb as were the 
first directors. 

Sir, now allow me in behalf of the 
contributors all over tbe United States 
to request that you will receive the care 
of this monument to Laurent Clerc, as 
the Gallaudet monument was received 
by your venerable predecessor, Hon. 
Thomas S. Williams, and that you will 
| transfer it as a precious charge to your 
successors forever. May the choicest 
blessings from on high follow you.

In the Court of General Sessions, yes¬ 
terday, Thomas Farrell, a deaf-mute, was 
placed on trial, charged with highway 
robbery. It appeared from the evidence 
of the complainant, Michael O’Reilly, 
No. 304 East Eleventh street, that on 
the morning of the 16th of August last, 
while walking home in a state of semi- 
intoxication, he was attacked by Farrell, 
who struck him on the head and snatch¬ 
ed a gold watch from his pocket. O’Reil¬ 
ly grappled with Farrell, who managed 
to release himself twice, but was finally 
held by the former until the arrival of 
Officer Kiernan. In the struggle, O'Reil¬ 
ly said, he received two stabs in the face, 
and called on a man named Michael Ryan, 
who, with some others, was standing by, 
for assistance. Ryan came toward 
O’Reilly, but, instead of rendering any 
assistance, placed his knee on the pros¬ 
trate man’s breast, and robbed him of his 
watch chain. The officer, hearing the 
cry of help, came to the assistance of 
O’Reilly, and found him struggling with 
Farrell, whom he arrested. Meantime 
the other man had escaped. Ryan was 
subsequently arrested, on complaint 
of O’Reilly, who charged him with the 
larceny of the watch, and was committed, 
together with Farrell, at Essex Market 
Police Court. Ryan, however, was sub¬ 
sequently discharged by Justice Kasmise, 
his release, as alleged, having been effect¬ 
ed by Patrick J. Ryan, Deputy Clerk of 
the Fourth District Civil Court, and an 
uncle of the accused, while Farrell was 
incarcerated in the Tombs. In answer 
to the questions of Mr. Win. F. Kint- 
zing, counsel for the prisoner, O’Reilly 
admitted that Ryan’s uncle had spoken 
to him about the charge against his 
nephew. A rather curious coincidence in 
connection with the affair is that on the 
day Ryan was discharged, the missing 
watch was restored to the complainant.
